Prophetic Words of Blsmarek-—-The Result of
the Present War Foretola.

The following {4 taken [rom an article {u the last
number of the German weekly paper Daheim, or 4t
Home, The writer 18 a well-known member of the
Customs Parilsment, Mr, H, Blume:—

“So much senseless abuse 18 now constantly heaped
hy French scribes on our great statesman that |
think it is fit and proper for us, who have so often
ol late yearslistened to him in private and conflden-
tinl conversation, to recall his atterances on snb-
Jeuts relating to the present war, at a time when we
were in the depth of ce. They have been kept
private by our circle hitherto, hecanse they were to
he consldered confidentiar until their author had
tmade similar statements in pubile,

““It was on the 12th of June, 1500, when tae lead-
‘ng members of the Customs Pariament mes at Bis-
uarck’s house for supper. The bock, the beer, the
crabs, everything was found excelleut, and the con-
versation koon ran high, the assembly comprising
men of the most antagonlstic views, AS the evening
grew later, mnny withdrew through a side door,
tuking French leave; and Dr, Voalk, of Augsburg,
the most eloquent speaker for South German In-
terests, was about to disappear o llke manner,
when he was arrested by a deep manly volee calling
out, ‘Hallo, Voclk, you must stay to toast the ‘Bridge
o'er the Main ;' " and with these words Bismarck de
talned Voelk, who had that very day given this name
of ‘Bridge o'er the Main' to the Customs union with
the South, Thus we were kopt together, and
or an hour we sat and plungesd [nto  the
liscussion o©of all sorts of tinings without re.

Ewore to endure faithdully to the end in the struggle
for the security, nnky, and greatocess of our German
Fatherisnd, God has vlessed the arms which have
veen wielded with unsurpassed bravery for the
cause of justiee. Viciories have been gained with
streams of cur nobies’ hlood, but they have brought
us pear the proposca ena with unexpected rapldity,
Enormous efforis must still be made, Tae German
people are resolved 10 make any ssoriice for
nsationai objects: bhut in  the nldat of this
varnest and eleviated mood we are disturbed by
ever-recurring reports that the foreign interven-
tion, which did pot kpow how to ward oif the
horrors of War, 1§ now endeavoriog to limit the
reward of our stroggle according to it8 own ldeas.
The recollection of the events that succeaded the
glorions rising of our [athers still lives fresh in our
Ipemories, ald wirns Germany 1o consuit only the
requirements of ler own wellare, We therefore
again approach your Majesty, relying upom your
wlsdom for the exclusion of all foielgn Interference
and for the création of a state of things which shall
give belter security Lhap hitherto for the peaceable
vonduct of & peighboring nation, lay the foundation
of upity and liberty for the enwre Gierman people,
and secure the same against all attacks,”
